Lord Alverston's Address 

Lord Alvérston, Chief Justice, sum- 
ming up, said: “Gentlemen of the 
Jury, the time has now arrived in 
this great and important case for me 
to discharge my duty by directing you 
upon the facts of the law. Yours will 
be that of eonsideration of what your 
verdict shall be.” 

His Lordship complimented the 
counsel of both sides on the way they 
had discharged their duty and ex- 
pressed the view that the jury in de- 
ciding the éase would go entirely upon 
the sworn evidence they had heard.

Wellman’'s Plight Excited Greater In. 
terest In London Than Crippen 


Trial—Famous Aviator and Potar 


Explorer Hes Had Interesting 


Career, 


London, Oct. 21—News of the aban- 
donment of the America's trip, which 
only reached London in time for the 
last editions of the evening papers, 
caused expressions of general regret 
How keen was the Interest taken in 
the flight throughout the day was 
shown by*the fact that the majority 
of the newspapers issued bulletins de- 
voted to the Wellman flight instead 
of the Crippen trial which was begwun 
in the central criminal court on the 
same day. 

All the morning papers had edit- 
torials, the general tone of which may 
be judged from the following extracts: 

Daily Telegraph. 

The Daily Telegraph, under the 
heading, “Honor to the Beaten,” says 
—"'There will be universal regret that 
Wellman's splendidly bold attempt to 
cross the Atlantic should have ended 
in failure, but there will be universal 
congratulations that fate did not ex- 
act the supreme penalty. Wéllman and 
his associates are secure in the fame 
which justly attaches to heroik 
Wellman will have a story to 
tell of surpassing interest for the dis- 
aster which has overtaken his expedi- 
tion that does not in the least detract 
from the heroism displayed It 
not even detract from the glory of the 
feat actually accomplished—seventy- 
two hours over the Atlantic in so frail 
a craft. That the America will have 
successors and that other skillful and 
daring balloonists will follow the lead 
so brilliantly set by Wellman, there is 
little doubt."’ 

Morning Post. 

The Morning Post says: 

“Unless conditions were especially 
helpful. there could to 
succeeed, and apparently luck was not 
with the accomplishment of the enter- 
prise which must always be regarded 
as one of the most daring ever con- 
ceived or attempted by man. How 
great were the difficulties of the un- 
dertaking and how immense were the 
risks run are shown by the almost uni- 
versal sceptism prevailing at one time 
as to the genuineness of the project. 
Crossing the Atlantic in an airship is 
one of those enterprises which public 
opinion will regard as impossible until 
it is actually accomplished.

LUMBER FROM PRAIRIES 


Retaf Dealers of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Atvertih Agree to no Lone- 
er Handle the Products .of .Amer- 
ican Mills, 


Vancouver, @B.C., Oct. 21—Western 
Canada will no longer be a dumping 
fround for the surplus output of the 
American saw mills. By the terms of 
an agtéemnnt recently  eritefed into 
between the retall dealers in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and 
the Gritish Columbia Lumber ana 
Shingle Associations representing the 
coast milis and the Mountain Lumber 
Mills Association representing the saw 
mills of the interior, the Prairie re- 
tailers will ne longer handle any, lum- 
ber originating in the United States. 

The arrangement is likely to. prove 
very effective in excluding the Ameri- 
can product on millman to the south, 
who quoting low prices for their sur- 
plus stocks would be unable to stand 
the expense of establishing mdepend- 
ent yards of their own in the Canadian 
prairie regions. 

This will mean the mountain and 
conat millmen will be enabled to ship 
annually at least two hundred million 
additional feet of lumber to the mar- 
‘kets east of the Rockies. 

The three cornered agreement has 
already been ratified by the various in- 
terested parties. The coast milimen 
fKaopted it at a special meeting held 
in, Vancouver. It is understood that 
the movement for overcoming Amer- 
ican competition originated with Mes- 
srs A. D. MeCrae, general manager of 
the Canadian Western Lumber Co., 
owning mills at Fraser near New 
Westminster, and FE, J, Palmer, man- 
ager of the mills of the Chemainus 
Lumber Co., at Chemainus Vaneouver 
Teiand. 

On their recent trip to the prairie 
provinces they took up the matter and 
the present agreement was the result 
of their negotiations. The coast mills 
recently cut the price of lumber to 
prairie dealers to the extent of $2 per 
thousand, the price delivered being 
$21.50 per thousand.
